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The conflict between the United States and Iraq 
continues at a stalemate; Saddam Hussein continues 
fo reject the United States’ pressure and refuses to 
permit United Nations weapons inspectors to search 
his stores of weapons.

Who would have thought that Pope John Paul II 
would travel to Fidel Castro’s inhumane society, 
Cuba? Almost nobody. Nonetheless, the pope made 
this historic journey, sparking what Dalia Acosta of 
the Brecha has called a “revolution within the 
revolution.” 

The economic situation in Cuba is anything but 
desirable. Residents of Cuba have been plagued by 
years of economic crisis and uncertainty; Cubans 
only wish that they could have the opportunity to 
earn a substantial salary. They desperately desire 
change. 

Pope John Paul II has called for change as well. He 
spoke along the lines of typical Roman Catholic 
tenets, calling for a stop to abortion and divorce as 
well as for an increase in the sacredness of marriage. 
Reaching farther into the economic and political 
realm, the pope outwardly condemned the United 
States embargo on Cuba. He also asked Cuba’s 
government to stop pressuring its citizens to atheism 
and promote freedom of expression instead.

within a month of the visit,Castro has released thirty- 
four political prisoners and has promised to release 
two hundred more.

Hong Kong Shifts Hands 


After years of petitioning and attempted deals, 
China has finally regained sovereignty over the 
province, Hong Kong. On July 1,the Joint Declaration 
between Great Britain and the People’s Republic of 
China was signed which made this agreement final. 
In fact, this sovereignty conflict dates back 143 years 
when Britain won control of Hong Kong in the first 
Opium War. But the agreement has been met witha 
great deal of controversy. 

Many wonder how Hong Kong’s democracy will 
survive under the repressive communist government 
in China. China has claimed that Hong Kong and 
China will be “one country, two systems;” the Joint 
Declaration was contingent upon the continuation 
of democracy in Hong Kong. In response to this 
requirement, Hong Kong’s social and economic 
systems, and rights and freedoms (including those of 
speech, of the press, of assembly, of association, and 
of religious belief) will remain unchanged. 

But the validity of these claims is questionable. 

ong Kong’s stock market and business community 

as continued to prosper, but this may not be a sign 
hat China respects Hong Kong; after all, it is in 
hina’s best interest to keep the economy of Hong 
ong flourishing. Also, Chinese Foreign Minister 
ian Qichan said that Hong Kong’s media can 
continue to criticize,as long as they do not formulate 
any personal attacks. This has been even more 
restrictive than it sounds; Hong Kong newspapers 
are now filled with articles that flatter the transition 
of sovereignty and which overly praises China’s 
chief executive Tung, even though many disapprove

Few individuals have had a more profound affect 
on the world in the last fifty years than Diana, 
Princess of Wales. While her beauty and natural 
charm attracted immediate attention, her warmth 
and sincerity touched the world.

The Iragi Conflict 


The mini-war between the United States 
nd Iraq has continued for months. The 
nited States and certain other members of 
he United Nations have spent most of this 
eriod trying to pressure Saddam Hussein 
nto allowing UN weapons inspectors to 
teely examine Iraq’s weapon stores. In mid- 
ecember, the United States proceeded with 
‘Operation Desert Fox,” a seventy-hour 
eriod of intense bombing of Iraqi military 
argets. While the timing of this attack is 
ontroversial, there is no doubt that it was 
ecessary. President Clinton ordered the 
ombing only a few days before his 
impeachment hearings in the House of 
epresentatives were set to begin. Such a 
oincidence invited skeptic accusations that Clinton 
ttempted to sidetrack his impeachment by ordering 
he attacks. Comics suggested that he was mimicking 
he President’s actions in the recent Hollywood hit 
ag the Dog. 
Unfortunately, this act of aggression was only 
minimally effective. Even though Hussein’s store of 
chemical weapons is a primary concern of the 
United States, no chemical weapons factories were 
targeted in the bombing raids; the United States 
feared releasing any poisonous substances into the 
atmosphere. Iraq’s missile program, while damaged 
by these attacks, can be rebuilt easily. This ineffective 
attack cost the United States $450 million and did 
not have the anticipated and wanted results; in fact, 
it has shown that Iraq will not succumb to weapons 
strikes either. 
| Since the attack, Iraqi forces have continued to 
refuse to stay out of the no-fly zones over north and 
south Iraq. Iragi vice-president Taha Yassin Ramadan 
said that his country has been challenging these 
restrictions by conducting flights within the area. To 
present a facade of aggression, Iraq has even 
claimed to have shot down a United States plane; 
Meuliamnas denied anys6uch occurrence. in 
retaliation, U.S. aircraft fired upon an Iraqi air 
defense battery after being targeted on radar. 

Iraq has also threatened to expel four hundred

attacks were directed at military targets, the loss of civilian life gave the government a 


chance to introduce anti-American propaganda. 
United Nation monitors of the U.N. food-for-oil 
program. However, Iraqi trade minister Mohammed 
Mehdi Saleh rescinded and allowed the monitors to 
remain. He demanded that all economic sanctions 
placed upon Iraq be lifted, something to which the 
United States is sure not to agree. 

Unfortunately, U.S.-Iraqi relations have continued 
to degrade. While the United Nations Special 
Commission (UNSCOM) and the International Atomic 
Energy Commission attempted to negotiate an 
agreement allowing weapon inspectors to return to 
Iraq, little progress was made. It seemed unlikely 
that Saddam Hussein would agree to any such 
agreement until sanctions were lifted, and the 
United States refused to agree. There looks to be no 
end to this conflict in the near future.

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On September 27, 1998, Mark McGwire's 
unimaginable 70th home run provided a fitting end 
to the greatest Major League Baseball season of all 
time. 

The 1994 players! strike left the Major League 
Baseball fan base with feelings of alienation and 
bitterness toward the institution. The pedestal on 
which baseball had been placed for so long came 
tumbling down in a flurry of broken promises and 
deep pockets. Fan interest dropped, sponsors 
pulled out, and the Commissioner's office fumbled 
with numerous public relations schemes in an 
attempt to stop the downward spiral. Baseball 
needed a miracle. 

In the dog days of summer a miracle began to 
surface. Its name was Mark McGwire. McGwire (St. 
Louis Cardinals) engaged in a season-long home 
run chase with Sammy Sosa (Chicago Cubs) that 
was hotly followed by the nation. McGwire, a 
likeable, selfless father, and Sosa, a rags-to-riches 
Dominican, gained the support of a majority of the 
American public in their quest to surpass Roger 
Maris' previous single-season record of 61 home 
runs, set in 1961. 

On the night of September 8, in St. Louis! Busch 
Stadium, with the Maris Family and Sammy Sosa 
present, McGwire hit a 341-foot line drive home run

It was the shortest home run he hit all season, but’ 
it will be the longest remembered. McGwire paid 
tribute to his family and hugged his son immediately 
after the hit. Sosa, who had 58 home runs at the 
time, congratulated him during the celebration. 

The jubilation felt by all America was only the 
culmination of an entertaining competition full of 
sportsmanship and camaraderie between McGwire 
and Sosa. McGwire put it best when he said, "I just) 
think it puts baseball back on the map as a sport." 
Thanks to McGwire and Sosa, baseball is once again’ 
our national pasttime. 


On February 20, 1962, an Ohio man named John 
lenn became an American hero by being the first 
American to orbit the Earth. His mission aboard the 
shuttle Friendship 7 lasted only three orbits (four 
iours and fifty-five minutes) but was considered 
one of the most important accomplishments in the 
development of the U.S. space 
rogram. After that first historic 
ight and his time with the space 
program, Glenn went on to lead a 
distinguished career as an Ohio 


At the end of his tenure as a four- 
ei eenator Glenn, age. 77, 
announced that he would once 
again be journeying into space. 
With his nine day trip aboard the 
space shuttle Discovery, Senator 
lenn became the oldest person in 
istory to travel in space. 

| The launch went as well as could be expected. At 
approximately 12:30 p.m., the hatch closed the 
astronauts inside the shuttle, just as President Clinton's 
Air Force One plane touched down at the landing 
ep on Cape Canaveral Air Station. A the T-minus 
9 minute mark, the launch team held the timer for 
ten minutes while discussing the status of a master 
alarm heard during the cabin leak checks after hatch 
closure. At 2:00 p.m., the countdown resumed, but 
he Range Safety Officer requested a hold at the T- 
ninus 5 minute mark due to an aircraft in the no fly 
one. Despite these small mishaps, the launch 
ecurred without error at 2:20 p.m EST with “six 
stronaut heroes and one American legend.” 
Glenn’s time in space was not spent idly (nor 
lamorously for that matter) as almost every second 
of his time was put to good use. The main purpose 
f the trip was to study the effects of space travel on 
he elderly. Tests were made to examine the 
oreakdown of muscle mass that happens to the 
Iderly on Earth and to everybody in space. Brain-

wave monitors were attached to his head, eye 
movement sensors affixed to his face, and a 
respiration monitor recorded his breathing patterns.

Ironically, the 
distinguished senior was 
on board the ship as a 
junior member of the 
team, performing such 
menial tasks as_ bar- 
coding samples of the 
astronauts’! blood and 
urine, running the blood 
samples through the 
onboard centrifuge, and 
storing the urine bags in 
the? shuttle's freezer. 
Obviously, these chores 
are not quite the normal workload of a senator. 

Glenn’s second journey into space did not inspire 
the same magnitude of adoration as his original 
mission. Instead of being hailed as a hero by 
thousands of wide-eyed schoolchildren, the country 
saw a burst of elderly-related jokes and cartoons. 
The good-humored senator responded to such 
mockery as the cartoon showing him on a space 
walk, aided by a nursing-home walker, with the 
simple statement, "I think they're funny."

A theater life has always been one full of uncertainty 
and doubt, but never more so than in 16th century 
London. In addition to the formidable task of merely 
turning a profit, one also had to contend with the 
Plague, unsanitary working conditions, and rival 
theater owners engaged in a cut-throat war to steal 


each other's customers—hardly the easiest way to 


make a living. 

But for a young playwright named Will 
Shakespeare (Joseph Fiennes), the situation is even 
more dire: lacking romantic inspiration in his life, he 
has developed a stubborn case of writer's block. He 
needs a muse: a lovely lady to 
sack up with and treasure. 
Without such a damsel on his 
mattress, his masterpiece will no 
doubt never be completed. A 
fascinating portrait of the genius 
as a young man is drawn, with 
sexual frustration, writer's block, 
and an acute syndrome of an 
NOuUmsee, Will 
Shakespeare has sold his new 


empty wallet. 


play, the rollicking comedy 
Romeo and Ethel, the Pirate's 
Daughter not to one, but to two 
theaters at once, and hasn't written a single word. 
The situation requires immediate attention, so Will 
sets out to seek his new muse—and finds her in 
theater—loving Viola de Lesseps (Gwenyth Paltrow). 
Romantic, dramatic, artistic, and financial 
complication ensue. The play ends up being not 
quite as funny as originally planned, gets a slightly 
different title in the process, and we see Great 
Literature born. 

There's rarely a film that can juggle so many balls 
in the air without dropping any. Norman and 
Stoppard create a gallery of comic personages, 
starting from befuddled theater owner Philip 
Henslowe (Geoffrey Rush), a hilariously ruthless 
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moneylender to Hugh "The Money" Fennyman, a 
conceited lead actor Ned Alleyn (Ben Affleck, again 
in the company of some Good Will) with a big 
sword and even bigger ego, astonishingly regal 
Queen Elizabeth Judi Dench), and other assorte 
types. The screenplay is chock-full of gags, hidden 
and not so hidden Shakespearean quotation, and 
hilarious yet non-intrusive anachronism, like Will's 
confessor functioning like a shrink, a boat driver 
asking to read his play, or a mile-long list of people 
on the theater bill, with the name of the author 
hardly to be found. 

The look of the film is 
noteworthy as well; not only 
do™ we , 'sée™an “Un cana 
representation in recreating 
Elizabethan England, with dirt 
liberally strewing the streets 
and chamber pots being 
emptied directly on pedestrian's 
heads, but there's also gilt, lace’ 
and fireworks of the royal court 
and the cheap splendor of stage 
costumes. The realism in the 
movie can be credited in part 
to costume designer Sandy 
Powell. For example, the extraordinary costume 
worn by Gwyneth Paltrow, which appears to be 
covered in jewels, is actually laden with dried beetle 
wings. The result is an outfit which more accurately 
reflects materials used during the Elizabethan era. 
We also see that marketing is not just an element of 
the 20th century, in that while trying to write in his 
cluttered office, Will stares uncreatively at a mug 
that reads, "Souvenir of Stratford-upon-Avon." : 

Ultimately, Shakespeare in Love ends being a 
really funny romantic drama, and showing nothing.

F number used the exam itself as a medium for 
expressing their discontent with the MCAS tests. 
‘T didn’t try because I don’t agree with the tests, 
and I didn’t agree with them from the start,” said 
junior Jamie Gustafson. 

Some students used the long essay section of 
he Language Arts test to disparage John Silber 
nd the MCAS tests. Another reportedly 
rote the entire essay in Spanish. Others 
laim to have randomly answered 
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ultiple-choice questions, or even to 
ave deliberately put down incorrect 
nswers. 

Certainly another factor contributing 
o the apathy was the fact that the tests 
ad no personal repercussions for 
tudents.

“T tried, but I guess I could’ve tried harder,” said 
junior Erin Reeves. “I didn’t try any harder because 
I knew the tests didn’t count for me; it wouldn’t 
be on my college applications or count as a 
graduation requirement.” 

Admittedly, some students did claim to have 
tried their best, but these appear to have been a 


small minority. 


A number of students 
suggested that the attitude of 
the students may have mirrored 
that of the faculty. Many 
teachers spent far more time 
mockine the .test® "or 


complaining about them than 


emphasizing their importance. 

“T- didn’ tetryebeeausesat 
didn’t mean anything and 
seemed like a pointless test,” 
said junior Eveline Shue. “All 
of the questions were either 
too easy or too hard. Besides, 
my teachers told us it didn’t matter, so why would 
I try?” 

One thing is clear: L-S must perform better on 
the MCAS tests by the time they become a 
graduation requirement for the Class of 2003. 
However, changes in the curriculum and the 
possible need to teach to the tests may well 
jeopardize Lincoln-Sudbury’s status as “a different 
kind of place.”

Shoemaker runs away with DCL crown, breaks 


record 


Senior Jarrod Shoemaker won the 
Dual County League Cross-Country 
Championship by an amazing 45 seconds 
over the second place finisher and set a 
new course record with a time of 13:17.4. 
Only two Lincoln-Sudbury Regional High 
School boys have ever won the league 
championship in its 25 year history. 

The odds-on favorite in the league 
from the beginning of the year, Shoemaker 
has shown that he is peaking at the right 
time of the season to make a splash at the 
Massachusetts State Championship Meet 
or even at the Northeast Regional meet, 
which is held in New York. 

The league championship has tradi- 
tionally been a hotly contested meet; for 
the past several years, the winner has tri- 
umphed by only a few seconds. The pre- 
vious record was set in 1997 by Westford 
Academy’s Tyler Bloom, who outlasted 
Richard Lincoln (L-S ‘99) and Shoe- 
maker. Last year looked to be L-S’s year 
to have an individual take first place, as 
Bloom was just recovering from mono- 
nucleosis. However, Bloom out-kicked 
Lincoln and Shoemaker over the final 200 
meters to capture the league crown. 

This year, both Lincoln and Bloom 
have moved on to college, leaving Shoe- 
maker to dominate the league in each dual 


meet along with the league championship. 
No one from the DCL has finished within 
30 seconds of him this year, and he has 
been the most dominant Dual County

League cross-country runner in recent 
memory. 

Conditions at L-S on October 30th 
were very favorable to set a new course 
record, and Shoemaker ran with that in 


mind. He finished with a time of 13 min- 
utes and 17 seconds over 2.7 miles. He 
ran a 4:45 split time for the first mile anc 
9:48 for the two-mile split. His time o: 
13:17.4 beat the old record of 13:21 se 
by Bloom in 1997. 

Now, several challenges lie ahead for 
Shoemaker. He must go to the State Class 
meet and compete against other runners 
from Massachusetts Division II higk 
schools, where he is expected to place 
highly and run under 16:00 on the 3.1 mile 
course at Franklin Park. Then he will mosi 
likely proceed to the Massachusetts State 
Championship meet and aims to place ir 
the top five. Should he accomplish that. 
he would move on to the Foot Locke 
Northeast Regional meet in New York. 
This meet is the qualifier for the National 
Championship meet in Florida. 

Next year, Shoemaker hopes to run 
for Dartmouth College, where he attended 
a running camp over the summer. 
Dartmouth is ranked as one of the top 25 
track and cross-country programs in the 
country. No matter how the rest of this 
season goes for him or next year turns out, 
he will at least have captured the DCL title 
that had proven so elusive for L-S in pre- 
vious years.

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Crisis in East Timor | 


Now a small independent nation located within 
the bounds of powerful Indonesia, East Timor was 
first colonized by Portugal 400 years ago. After being 
abruptly abandoned in 1975, East Timor was quickly 
seized by the Indonesian government. Under the 
control of Indonesia the Timorese population was 
mistreated, and economic progress was unheard of. 
Widespread repression swept through the tiny area 
causing tension to rise between the Timorese and 
the Indonesian occupiers. An estimated 200,000 
Timorese were killed during this time by the 
oppressive Indonesian regime. The world slowly 
began to realize the injustices the Timorese felt, and 
Indonesia received a global reputation for human 
rights abuses. 

In February 1999, after almost a quarter century of 
bloody rule without any sense of hope, former 
president Suharto's successor,B.J.Habibi,announced 
that he would be willing to support the holding ofa 
Timorese referendum concerning independence. 
Fighting broke out and intensified between separatist 
guerrillas and pro-Indonesian paramilitary forces as 
the day of the referendum drew closer. Unfortunately, 
because of this strife, the U.N.- 
sponsored referendum was 
rescheduled twice before 
actually taking place.Before the 
vote actually occurred there had 
been many threats and 
increased violence by the 
paramilitias to discourage 
voting. 

When the referendum finally 
took place on August 30, 1999, 
there was an amazing voter turn 
out of almost 99%; the votes 
favoring secession from 
Indonesia totaled 78.5% of the 
Timorese population. Jakarta, 
the capital of Indonesia, then 
declared martial law in East 
Timor and more violence

ensued. Paramilitias razed villages, raped women, 
looted, slaughtered the Timorese civilians,and drove 
an estimated one-third of the population to flee East 
Timor. 
Habibi and the powerful head of the Indonesian 
military, General Wiranto, appeared helpless in 
stopping the massacre in East Timor, despite their 
constant assurance that Indonesia would restore 
order. Blame for the tragedy fell on many shoulders. 
The U.N. failed to make provisions to protect the 
Timorese after encouraging them to participate freely 
in democratic elections. The pro-Indonesian 
paramilitias who carried out the violence were trained 
and armed by the Indonesian military and then 
allowed to do as they pleased. After enormous 
international pressure,Indonesia allowed a haphazard 
peacekeeping force to occupy East Timor on 
September 12. 
Australia led an international force that entered 
East Timor; the effort was driven by purely 
humanitarian and democratic motives. The 


international force quickly established and kept peace 
in the war-torn nation. However,it cannot be forgotten

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Columbine Catastrophe | 


On April 20, 1999, high school students 
and Americans across the country saw 
that schools were no longer a safe haven 
for America’s youth. Two students at 
Columbine High School in Littleton, CO, | 
seniors Eric Harris and Dylan Klebold | 
opened fire on their classmates, killing 12 
students and one teacher and injuring ce 
many others before finally committing | 
suicide themselves. 

Harris and Klebold carefully planned | 
the shooting and went to school equipped 
with bombs and guns.They opened fire [7 
during school and America saw the 
horrible event unfold on national | 
television. The reaction was shock. 
Americans had never before seen such 
brutality and violence from teenagers, | 
and asa result calls for stricter gun control | 
laws have been made across the county. 

The tragedy at Columbine is just one of 
many in the recent rash of high school 
shootings. Many have debated the causes 
of this violence, attributing the incidents 
to media, and the prevalence of violence 
in television and movies.

At least for a while, the 2000 presidential campaign 
rekindled interest in a political establishment from 
which the American people had been turned off by 
scandal and apathy. 

Running on the Democratic side were Vice President 
Al Gore and former Senator Bill Bradley. Gore ran on 
a platform identical to that of his mentor President Bill

jhe was seen by many fellow party members as being 
too stiff to win an election, lacking Clinton’s charisma.

|Clinton administration had tainted Gore’s integrity, 


foremost among which was the Vice President’s 
indiscreet fund raiser at a Buddhist monastery. 

The challenge fell before former Senator Bill Bradley, 
whose candidacy was at first greeted with much 


enthusiasm. He tried to capture Democrats 
|\disenchanted with Gore’s overly moderate record, 
pushing for universal health care and stricter gun 
control. Gore quickly responded, retooling his image, 
revamping his wardrobe and his cabinet of advisors. 
|| Bradley’s candidacy soon petered out and the media 
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Republican candidate George W. Bush 


turned toward the more contentious Republican race. 

For two years, Governor George W. Bush of Texas 
had been billed asa new type of Republican candidate, 
espousing a doctrine of*compassionate conservatism.” 
Though he championed traditional conservative 
stances, like large tax cuts, anti-abortion, and school 
choice, he signified a more inclusive Republican party 
as he enjoyed great popularity among latinos with his 
immigrant-friendly positions. 

Challenging him was Senator John McCain ofArizona. 
Stumping on a platform founded on character and 
topped by his rather un-Republican campaign finance 
reform initiative, McCain vowed to clean up 
Washington. Touring the nation in his campaign bus

American Beauty, released to theaters 
last summer, is a clever depiction of the 
deranged lives of a “typical” American 
nuclear family.

with one of his daughter’s friends,Angela 
(Mena Suvari), quits his job in a comical 
scene and makes it his only goal to sleep 
with this teenager. Meanwhile, his wife, 
a real estate agent, begins an affair with 
a local real estate king. His daughter 
forms an intimate relationship with the 
neighborhood freak who films 
everything in the hope of finding the 
lost beauty in the world around him. 
This young man’s father appears to bea 
violently homophobic ex-Marine but 
turns out to be homosexual himself. 
Lester’s “dream girl” turns out to be 
merely illusion, and he is pushed back 
into his pitiful, surface-deep life once 
again. 

Echoing the theme of the great

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Y2K Fears 


For the past five years, the 
world has been in a panic 
over a seemingly 
insignificant oversight 
known as the Y2K bug. It 
seems, however,that the time 
and money spent to remedy 
the situation has paid off. 

The glitch, caused by early 
computer programmers 
using only two characters to 
record years (67 instead of 
1967, for example), was 
originally intended to 
conserve drive space, a 
valuable commodity at the 
time. Some developers, who 
were aware of the potential 
problem from the start, dismissed the bug, claiming 
that their software would be replaced well before 
the turn of the millennium. They were wrong. 
Millions of dollars have been spent trying to upgrade 
corporate systems, airplanes, and military 
installations to handle the rollover smoothly. 
Companies that wrote software to be “Y2K 
compliant” from the beginning have thus had a

bug caused many to cancel airline reservations and 
New Year’s plans. Some even stockpiled food and 
other essential supplies—as if a tornado were 
imminent—in shelters. 

The year 2000 arrived virtually without a hitch. 
Most were relieved, but those who anticipated 
chaos were somewhat dismayed. No 
airplanes were reported to fail, and the 
stock market was stable the next business 
day. There were sporadic problems, 
however. For example,a Japanese nuclear 
power plant reported a radiation alarm 
system failure. It was restored shortly 
afterward without any danger of a 
radiation leak. 

While January 1 was the largest 
concern, February 29 (the year 2000 
Leap Day),April 1,and January 1,2001 are 
also predicted to be potential problems. 
For now, however, they seem to have 
been resolved.

Hubble Telescope 


On November 13,1999, the Hubble telescope became 
inoperative when the fourth of six gyroscopes failed. 
The telescope required three operating gyroscopes to 
correctly aim at celestial objects. According to John 
Campbell, the telescope's project manager at NASA's 
Goddard Space Flight Center in Greenbelt, Md, "The 
gyroscopes on Hubble are the most accurate ever built. 
Without them, stars would just be fuzzy points of light." 
To remedy the problem, NASA scheduled Hubble 
Servicing Mission 3A in December 1999. The shuttle 
was launched on December 19, behind schedule due to 
unfavorable weather. NASA decided to shorten the 
mission rather than ending it later,as they did not want 
to have a space shuttle in flight whenY2K rolled around. 

The astronauts went on three spacewalks during the 
mission. On the first spacewalk, astronauts Steve Smith 
and John Grunsfeld checked the makeshift insulation 
blankets that were installed in 1997 when the crew of 
the last servicing mission discovered tattered areas on 
Hubble’s exterior. Then,they began the service,replacing 
all six of the telescope’s gyroscopes. After replacing 
them, the astronauts opened valves to release gas built 
up inside a device that detects infrared light. With the 
valves open,the astronauts installed battery improvement 
kits which will prevent the batteries from overheating 
when they are being charged. 

During the second spacewalk, astronauts Mike Foale 
and Claude Nicollier installed a new fine guidance 
system. This device keeps the Hubble aimed precisely at 
the objects that it is photographing, preventing blurry 
pictures. Also replaced was Hubble’s main computer, a 
‘1970s-vintage computer” 
which had been running the 
telescope since its launch in 
1990. 

On the third and final 
Spacewalk,Smith and Grunsfeld 
installed optical control 
electronics to aid the fine 
guidance system in keeping the 
telescope steady. They then 
installed anew radio transmitter, 
replacing the old one which 
had broken. After that, they 2B 
installed a solid-state recording g ° 
device, replacing the reel-to-reel ~ 
fape recorder.

the spacewalk by installing insulation on the outside of 
the telescope and preparing the cargo bay of the shuttle 
for landing. 

On December 25,the telescope was released from the 
shuttle. The astronauts had completed all of the major 
servicing objectives of the mission. The shuttle landed 
at Kennedy Space Center at 7:00 PM on December 27. In 
January, the first pictures taken from the Hubble after 
the completion of the mission showed that the mission

The Lincoln-Sudbury Regional High School class of 2001 
showed significant improvement on the Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment System (MCAS) tests over the 
class of 2000’s results. The cumulative average for English, 
math, and science tests at L-S was 720, the tenth highest in 
the state, according to The Boston Globe. 

Last year, L-S was 46th in the state, far lower than similar 
schools such asActon-Boxborough and Wayland, which both 
scored in the top ten. This year A-B’s cumulative average was 
727 ranking fifth in the state, while Wayland’s average was 
718 ranking 11th.

She added that improved scores may be attributed to the 
fact that,“the testing conditions were much better last year, 
they were taken more seriously and teachers were involved 
in the proctoring. Students were also asked to bring books 
and stay for the entire exam which eliminated some of the 
disruption.” 

Science and technology scores showed the least 
improvement, with 14 percent failing, 42 percent rated as 
“Needs Improvement,” 39 percent rated as “Proficient,” and 
five percent rated as “Advanced.” These scores showed a one 
to four percent improvement over last year’s scores. 

English scores showed an eight percent increase in students 
in the “Proficient” category and a two percent improvement 
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MCAS 1999 results:

in those of the “Advanced” category, while the percentage of 
students failing remained constant at 12 percent. 

“We hoped we could make the MCAS scores more of 2 
reflection of the student body and the L-S curriculum. We 
wanted to do it without disturbing the curriculum because 
we have faith in it. We don’t want to teach to the test. 
especially because we think what we do is substantial,” saic 
English department chair Judy Plott. 

Many tenth graders last year practiced in-class essays fot 
the English exams, however, this was also to prepare students

“I think people took the tests more seriously this past year 
and tried harder. I am skeptical of the tendency-one which 
I find myself having to resist-of making too much of these 
scores, or falling into the trap of comparing ourselves with, 
and competing with, other schools,”added Ritchie.“We need 
to look at our own scores, make reasoned judgments, as 
good questions, and decide what we want to improve, how 
we want to respond.”

L-S Reconstruction 


By a six to three majority, the Lincoln-Sudbury 

Building Committee voted on January 10, to rebuild 
S. 

For over a year, the Building Committee, in 

collaboration with the School Committee, has been 
iscussing a plan to renoyate the 45 year-old Lincoln- 
Sudbury Regional High School. 

Aftera very selective interview process,the Building 
Committee hired the Michael RosenfeldArchitecture 
firm to design a renovation plan. However, after 
analyzing advantages and disadvantages and 
omparing costs between renovating or rebuilding 
a new school, the decision was made to 
rebuilding. 

This decision was largely influenced the small 
difference in costs between the two proposals, 
according to Jim Newton, Building Committee 
member. When renovating a building, it is hard to 

ccurately estimate a cost because many unseen 
problems may arise once construction begins.Also, 
renovating will frequently interrupt students’ 
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education, because of the noise and the frequent 
relocations of classrooms and various activities . 

Those who voted against rebuilding are concerned 
with the accuracy of the estimated costs. Some feel 
unhappy that the murals and courtyards which 
contribute to L-S’ unique atmosphere cannot be 
preserved or incorporated into the new design, and 
will be lost. 

In both cases, student parking will be temporarily 
suspended to make space for teacher parking and 
construction equipment. 

The Building Committee was created to direct the 
architects and advise the School Committee. No 
decisions or designs chosen by the Building 
Committee are final because the School Committee 
holds veto power over all proposals. 

Lincoln and Sudbury citizens will not be presented 
with final plans or be able to vote on them until the 
fall of 2000, according to Newton. He also estimates 
that construction, either renovation or rebuilding, 
will not begin until April 2001.
